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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Request for Reconsideration 

The following is a response in regards to the remarks submitted on 8 August 2006 
placed into the record in the examiner-initiated interview summary, regarding U.S. 
Patent Application Serial Number 10/602,292. 

No amendments were made and thus no amendments will be entered. 

Applicant is correct in assertion that objection to title was erroneously left in the Final 
Action and objection has been indeed withdrawn. 

The request for reconsideration is denied. Arguments are seen as non-persuasive and 
the final office action stands. Most of the arguments have already been previously 
presented and examiner is unmoved by further arguments. 

Examiner would like to address two specific arguments made: 

Applicant states, "The Examiner asserts that when a signal change of a modeled logic 
element changes, 'a stall is implied.' But Wilkerson makes no suggestion of this 
whatsoever." 
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Examiner would like to cite original lines in Final Action, column 19, lines 10-20. A stall 
must be used in order to ensure that no more signal changes occur. Until signal 
changes stop, the parallel processes cannot continue and thus a stall must be 
necessary. 

Applicant states "Applicant traverse the Examiner's remark and note that, according to 
MPEP 2111, claims must be given their broadest reasonable interpretation consistent 
with the specification, and further that the interpretation applied must be consistent with • 
the interpretation those skilled in the art would reach." 

Examiner believes assertions were indeed the broadest reasonable interpretation. An 
expansion card is made of integrated circuits and thus could apply to the claim limitation 
"manufactured on a single integrated circuit."
